Vesuvius Coming. 


The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, one 


of the costly experiments of the navy 
department, !s to be 
brought 
to 


Newport where she will be attached 
to the Torpedo Station for use of the 
torpedo class in gunnery practice. 


The work of converting the cruiser 


has been commenced at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard, and when it is fin- 
ished, navy yard experts say, the 
United States will have one of the 
finest vessels afloat for gunnery prac- 
tice with torpedoes. 


The Vesuvius, the only one of its 


kind ever built, cost $350,000, but has 
never been a success owing mainly to 
the difficulty of accurately training the 
big pneumatic guns, which are im- 
movable, and require the ship Itself to 
be moved for training. 


It is planned to remove the pneu- 


matic guns and to put in topedo tubes 
below decks. The three three-pounder 
rapid-firing guns, which formerly were 
mounted ou the deck, will be replaced 
by modern ordnance.

Newport was thli week vlaited by a 


wind and raiu storm which, for inten- 
sity and the amount of damage dune, 
ha« not been equalled for mauy years. 
The gale was of comparatively brief 
duration but iu a few hours it accom- 
plished considerable damage. 


All day Wednesday it was stormy 


with considerable rain and the storm 
continued during the night. 
There 


was some thunder and lightning but 
no particular barm was done at that 
time. About 6 o'clock Thursday mom- 
ing there wan a decided change. The 
wind shifted suddenly from the south 
east and commenced to blow with great 
fury. At the same time the raiu con- 
tinued to fall 
In large quantities. 


Small vessels in the harbor suffered 
severely, trees were 
blown 
down, 


chluiueyg were blown over, flag staffs 
were broken, steamboat and car ser- 
vice was delayed and impeded, and 
there was havoc raised generally in all 
parts of the city.; 


In the south end of the harbor, 


where the wind had free play, the 
small boats suffered the worst. Many 
of them drift: d from their anchoring 
places and were carried ashore, some- 
times dragging 
others with them. 


Some barges that were>nchored in the 
harbor were also carried ashore there 
and were left high and dry on the 
beach. In the upper harbor tbe dam- 
age was less for the vessels were more 
protected from the sweep of the wind. 
For a time the force of the wind pre- 
vented any attempt on the part of the 
owners to save their craft. 


In all parts of the city trees were up: 


rooted and great limbs torn from them. 
The debris was scattered everywhere. 
In some instances damage was done to 
nearby bouses by falling trees. 
A 


number of flag staffs were broken off 
and burled to tbe ground some dis- 
tance from where they formerly stood 
There was considerable difficulty ex- 
perienced with wires of different kinds, 
and telephoue men, electric light men, 
and men from tbe fire department 
were kept busy looking out for places 
where the wires bad crossed. 


The steamer for Providence delayed 


her morning trip for about an hour 
waiting for the storm to ease up. 
Tbe 


General made her early morning trip 
over with the mall, but that was be- 
fore the storm bad reached its height, 
and she did not attempt to return un- 
til it had abated. The New Shoreham 
came down from Providence but the 
captain decided that it was no kind of 
a day to attempt the trip to Block Isl- 
and. 


At Freebody Park there was mnch 


damage done by the wind and rain. 
The wind blow off thereof letting iuthe 
ruin iu such quantities as to seriously 
damage the contents and fittings of the 
theatre. 
In consequence the season 


wus brought to a sudden close. 


At tbe Stone Bridge there was a 


rather narrow escape from a serloug 
accident. Some of the abutments of 
the bridge were blown and washed 
away, part of tbe bridge sliding into 
tbe ilver just after au electric car had 
passed. . The passengers on the car felt 
that they bad had a narrow escape. 
Through service by electrics between 
Newport aud Fall Eiver was inter- 
rupted in consequence of the accident. 


Kate Judd Released. 


After spending more than twenty-one 


years iti the State's prison at Cranston, 
Kate Judd, one of tbe most noted pris- 
oners in Rhode Island, is once more 
free, having been given her liberty ou 
Wednesday. Her sentence, with the 
commutation for good behavior, ex- 
pired at that time. She was sentenced 
to 25 years' Imprisonment for burning 
the house of the late J. G. Weaver iu 
this city. Her o-ireer in confinement 
was marked by two sensational es- 
capes, once from tbejall in this city 
and once from the House of Correction 
at Providence. 


Last Saturday Miss Judd was taken 


to the State pri.jn from the House of 
Correction, where tbe women State pris- 
oners are held, aud was subjected to the 
formality of undergoing the measure- 
ments for tbe Bertillon system, which 
has been introduced at the Providence 
County Jail and Rhode Island State 
Prison. When Deputy Sheriff'Frank 
Vlall took her down there in a carriage 
she had her first excursion outside the 
House of Correction in 19 years. The 
last time was when she escaped from 
that institution aud wax at liberty for 
four days, in 1885, finally being recap- 
tured by Charles Hunt, then Superin- 
tendent of the State institutions and 
later Chief of Police of Providence. 


While an inmate of the place Miss 


Judd made many friends among the 
matrons, keeper? aud occupants, and 
for many years was practically iu 
charge of the hospital connected with 
the institution. She is au expert with 
the embroidery needle, au excellent 
nurse and a good cook. These things 
have been taught her with the view of 
equipping her with the wherewithal to 
earn an honest and upright living.

Cleveland's panic sent 
tbe gold in the treasury down .below 
the f 100,000,<IOO mark for the first time 
since Grant's gold resumption act of 
1875, which was put into operation by 
Hayes in 1879, started the big fu nd of 
tbe yellow metal iu the government 
vaults tbat brought every dollar of the 
country's curreuc y up to the gold line, 
and which has held every dollar up to 
that mark ever since, iu spite of all tbe 
Democratic attempts to repeal the gold 
resumption law, to establish the silver 
standard and to pay the nation's credi- 
tors in dollars worth half or less than 
half of their face value. 


Cleveland's paulc of 1893, which 


laeted until the Republicans returned 
to power in 1897, bad. for one of its 
first effects tbe closing of mills all 
over tbe country, tbe throwing of mil- 
lions of wage-earners out of employ- 
ment aud the reducing of tbe wages of 
other millions, tbe smashing of banks 
aud business houses of all sorts and 
the general dislocation of industry. In 
that second of bis terms Cleveland 
abolished the treasury surplus which 
Harrison and his Republican prede- 
cessors had piled up, created a dan- 
gerous deficit, drove gold out of the 
country in vast amounts, very nearly 
precipitated the country to the silver 
basis and was compelled to sell $262,- 
000,000 of bouds to get gold for the 
treasury. Cleveland lucrcased the in- 
terest-bearing debt of the government 
in a period of peace more than Mc- 
Kinley did in the Spanish aud Philip- 
pine wars of 1898-1900, made poverty 
us general as prosperity bad been iu 
Harrison'sdays,cut down immigration, 
lowered tbe value of tbe government's 
bonds and 
assailed 
United States 


credit on all the world's bourses. 
Oue 


of the first things that tbe McKlnley 
administration did ou entering power 
lu 1897 was to stop the Cleveland panic, 
restore the .nation's credit and bring 
prosperity. Another thing which the 
McKiulBy 
administration did, 
and 


which the Roosevelt 
administration 


has helped to do, was to pay some of 
the debt which the Cleveland admin is- 
tratiou contracted. 


Nobody seems to have told the judge 


about these things. 
He will hear of 


them many times, however, between 
uow.and the polling ou November 8, 
which will bury him aud his party un- 
der an avalanche of tbe votes of patri- 
otic Americans. 
He will learn, too, 


that the country's corn growers, who 
got an average of $525,000,000 annually 
for their crops in Cleveland's panic 
period of 1895-97, received $953,000,000 
for it in 1903; that the wheat raisers 
who were forced to sell their product 
for $213,000,000 iu the first year of 
Cleveland's second term got $443,000,- 
000 for it in 1903; that the cotton grower 
iu these Roosevelt days Is getting 
double tbe money for his labors tbat he 
received iu Cleveland's time, and that 
the wage-earner and the producer of 
nearly everything gets from 25 to 100 
per cent, more for tbe things he has to 
sell than he did when Cleveland and 
hii party were ruling and ruining the 
country. 
In the state of Missouri, 


which Parker's party thinks it will 
hold this year, the advances which Re- 
publican sway has brought in tbe 
prices of lead, zinc, coal, corn, wheat, 
cattle and other products, as compared 
with those of Cleveland's days In 1893- 
1898, amount to much more than $100,-

Those who remained in camp were re- 
covering from tbe fatigues of a long 
march and hard struggle on Thursday, 
aud were glad enough to spend the 
day upon their backs ou bags of straw 
spread upon tbe ground, within the 
grateful shelter of their brown tents. 
The men had no complaints to make, 
although some of them thougnt tbe 
task ol marching from sixteen to twen- 
ty miles in the hot sun by day, and 
tbe dew of the night, loaded down with 
blankets, cartridges, guns, aud other 
equipments, were more suitable for meu 
in the far East than for peaceful Ameri- 
cans. The field of bottle was covered 
with discarded articles aa the day grew 
hotter and bolter, and tbe meu became 
more aud more exhausted. 
We met 


one great bulking fellow from 
tbe 


University of Georgia who said he 
thought the camp was to be a picnic, 
with dancing, lemonade, aud a lot of 
pretty girls, such as the boys of his 
university have for a week once a year. 
"1 never would have come North," he 
said, "If I had supposed it would be 
like this." 
Another Georgia soldier, 


who was on guard duty, had much to 
say about tbe race question,aud wanted 
to know tbe "faith" of your correspon- 
dent regarding the doctrine of lynch- 
ing. The Florida boys were loud in 
their praise of the sweetness of tbe 
drinking water. 
The soldiers from 


Fort Ethan Allen in Vermont., were 
rather proud of their march of 300 
miles across New York State in fifteen 
days. There -was no intoxication ut 
the camp aud the best of fraternal feel- 
ing prevailed among the troops from 
the various States. We fell in with a 
regiment from Boston, and 
noticed 


that their bill of fare contained "baked 
beans" 
Pasturiajd 
cream for their 


coffee, a plenty of hard tack, bread 
piled up by the cord, all kinds oi food 
in tin cans, etc. 
There was eveu a 


home-made plum pudding for desert! 


Throughout the period of the entire 


encampment the weather has been de- 
lightful—almost cloudless skies, cool 
nights, a gentle breeze from the South ' 
aud no very high temperature. 
The 


Southern soldiers were struck with the 
bounty of tbe country—wide rolling 
plains, fields of golden rod aud purple 
asters, surrounded by groves of oak 
and pine. The ground, while rather 
rough where it bad beeu under cultiva- 
tion, wan as hard as dry baked clay can 
make it; tbe dust was not troublesome, 
save when theregiments weremarchiug, 
aud most of this was done across fields, 
for the roads are very narrow aud wind- 


There was a great desire on the part 


of the troops from, the far South to visit. 
Washington aud get a view of the 
White House. 
Alaa! it is empty, just 


uow, and the "foremost man iu tbe 
world" as he has recently been culled is 
digging clams or eating oystera ou 
Long Island. 
Parker buttons were 


largely worn by the Southern men,, 
and if their faith in him aud what be 
represents could materalize into votes, 
it may be Chairman Uortelyou would 
be lying awake uights. 
While tbe 


camps have been well supplied with 
water, aud there has beeu but little 
sickness, there was a great lack of 
water on the battle grounds, the wells 
aud springs having gone dry.

The fighting during 
the week between the Browns aud the 
Blues has been sharp, severe and pro- 
longed.

Issued a call for an extraordiuary ses- 
sion of the General Assembly for the 
purpose of transacting certain business 
which was not done at the regular 
session.

The re- 


sult of the session was the passing of a 
resolution of adjournment which se- 
verely scored the Guveruor for inter- 
fering with the legitimate liberties of 
the legislative body.

In the Seuate, 
Senator Stlness led the .Republican 
forces and wou a victory which was 
eveu more pronounced than was ex- 
pected. 
Tbe Goveruor, as presiding 


officer of the Seuate, attempted 
to 


block the resolution aud was tiually 
called to account personally by Senator 
Stiness and he theu receded from 
the 


position he had takeu. Jt was then a 
simple matter to pass the resolution and 
the Senate adjourned but uot before 
the Goveruor bad attempted to secure 
the appointment of two of bis adhe- 
rents to fat positions, an attempt ttmt 
was blocked by tbe appeal to tbe floor. 


ID the House tbere was some lively 


oratory iu which Representative Fitz- 
gerald of Pawtucket aud J. Stacy 
Brown of Newport took part ou the 
Democratic side, but they could uot 
save the Goveruor from the cousequen- 
cesof hisowuaction and theresultin the 
House was the same as iu the Seuate. 


The Legislature adjourned without 


having transacted 
the business for 


which they were called aud after pass- 
ing a resolution severely condemning 
tbe Governor for his action iu calling 
the special session.

Oyster Bay, N. V.. Sept. 12.—Prosl- 


dent Roosevelt's letter avceytlug the 
Republican nomination for the presi- 
dency says In part: 


It Is difficult to Qud out from the ut- 


terauces of our opponent* what are the 
real Issues upon which they propose to 
wage this campaign. 
Having aban- 


doned most of the principles upon 
which they have insisted during the 
last eight years, they now seem at a 
loss botU as to what It is that they 
really believe and as to how firmly 
they shall assert their belief In any- 
thing. 


Our opponents can criticise wbat we 


did in Panama only on condition of 
mis-stating what was done. 
The ad- 


ministration behaved throughout not 
only with good faith, but with extraordi- 
nary patience and large generosity to- 
ward those with whom It dealt. 
It 


was also mindful of American Inter- 
ests. It a<*ed in strict compliance with 
the law passed by congress. 


Similar misrepresentation Is the one 


weapon of our opponents in regard to 
our foreign policy and the way 
the 


navy has been made useful ID carry- 
ing out this policy. 
If continued In 


power we shall continue our foreign 
policy and our handling of the navy on 
exactly the same lines in the future as 
In the past. 


When our opponents sprcnk of "en- 


cronehmeuts" by the executive upon 
the'authority of congress or the judi- 
ciary, apparently the act they ordina- 
rily have in view Is pension order No. 
78, Issued under the authority of exist- 
ing law. 


It is easy to test our opponents' sin- 


cerity In this matter. 
The order in 


question is revocable at the pleasure 
of the executive. If our opponents 
come into power they can revoke this 
order. Will they now authoritatively 
state that they Intend to do this? If 
so, we accept the issue. 


So much for what our opponents 


openly or covertly advance in the way 
of an attack on the acts of the admin- 
istration. Being unable to agree among 
themselves as to whether the gold 
standard is a curse or a blessing and as 
to whether we ought or ought not to 
have free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver, they hnvo apparently thought it 
expedient to avoid any committal on 
these subjects. \Ve, on the contrary, be- 
lieve In the gold standard ns fixed by the 
usage and verdict of the business world 
and In a sound monetary system as 
matters- of principle—as matters not of 
monetary political expediency, but of 
permanent organic policy. 


The anti-trust and interstate com- 


merce laws are now being administered 
with entire efficiency, and as in their 
working need is shown for amendment 
or addition to them, whether better to 
secure the proper publicity or hotter 
to guarantee the rights of shippers or 
In any other direction, this need will be 
met. 


So far as the rights of the individual 


wage worker and the individual capi- 
talist are concerned, both as regards 
one another, as regards the public and 
as regards organized capital and la- 
bor, the position of the administration 
has been so clear that there is no ex- 
cuse for misrepresenting it nnd no 
ground for opposing it unless misrepre- 
sented. 


The question of what tariff is best 


for our people is primarily one of ex- 
pediency, to be determined not on ab- 
stract academic grounds, but in the 
light ot experience. It is a matter of 
business. 
From time to time schedules 


must undoubtedly be rearranged and 
readjusted to meet the shifting needs 
of the country, but this can with safe- 
ty be done only by those who are com- 
mitted to the cause of the protective 
system. 


We are on record as favoring arrange- 


ments for reciprocal trade relations 
with other countries, these arrange- 
ments to be on an equitable basis of 
'benefit to both the contracting parties. 


It is difficult to know if our oppo- 


nents are really sincere in their de- 
mand for the reduction of the army. 
If insincere there is no need for com- 
ment, and If sincere, what shall we 
lay In speaking to rational persons of 
•n appeal to reduce an army of fiO.OiKl 
men which is taking cnre of thu Inter- 
ests of over 80,000,000 people? 


Our opponents contend that the gov- 


ernment is now administered extrava- 
gantly and that whereas there was "a 
surplus of $80,000,000 In 1000" there 
Is a "deflcf? of more than $40,000,000" 
In the year just closed. This deficit is 
Imaginary and Is obtained by including 
In the ordinary current expenses the 
sum of $50,000.000 which was paid for 
the right of way of the Panama canal 
out of the accumulated surplus In the 
treasury. 


During the last five years more has 


been done for the material nnd moral 
well being of the Filipinos than ever

.feary Will Make Another At. 


tempt to Reach the Pole 


CONTRACT FOR NEW SHIP 


Will Be Built Alonir Lines In- 


tended 10 Overcome Obstacles 
Hitherto Met With-Kiplurei 
Will Start Next Summer 


New York, Sept. 
15.—Commander 


Peary, the Arctic explorer, announced 
last night that a contract has 
been 


signed for a new Arctic ship which lie is 
to use in another attempt to reach the 
North Pole aud that he expects to 
start north next summer. 


The aimounctn:i-:;t was made at a 


dinner tendered by tho American Geo- 
graphical society to [hose in attendance 
upon 
the eighth international geo- 


graphical congress, which Is being held 
here. Commander 1'eary, 
why pre- 


sided, delivered an address, and said in 
part: 


"Tonight I have the pleasure of say- 


ing to you that the contract for my new 
Arctic ship has been signed aud that 
her keel is beiug laid now. This means 
that the exi>edltlon upon which I have 
been putting my energies for the past 
two years is lifted out of the realm of 
uncertainty, and that if I am alive 1 
shall start uortli again next summer in 
another attempt upon the North Pole. 


"It does not mean that I have all the 


money necessary, but it does mean 
that I have now until the first of next 
July In which to secure the additional 
funds necessary to fit out and equip 
the ship, and I do not believe that my 
countrymen would permit the expedi- 
tion to fail for lack of this additional 
necessary funds. 


"The ship will, I believe, be the ablest 


ship that ever pointed her nose inside 
the Arctic or Antarctic circle. 
She 


will possess such shape as wilj enable 
her to rise to the pressure of the ice 
floes and escape destruction. She will 
possess such features of bow as will 
enable her to smash Ice in her path, and 
will contain such engine power as will 
enable her to force her way through 
tile ice. 


"In 
maximum 
dimensions, 
viz: 


length over all, breadth of beam and 
draft, this ship will be of the size of 
the British Antarctic ship Discovery; 
in displacement she will be somewhat 
less; In power she will compare with our 
largest ocean-going tugs. 


"My plan of campaign in a very few 


wordfl is to force this sh(p to the north 
shores of Grant Lnnd, taking on board 
at Whale Sound the pick and Hower of 
the Esquimaux, witn whom I have 
worked aud lived so long; to go into 
winter quarters on that shore, and to 
start with the earliest returning light 
on the sledge journey across the cen- 
tral polar pack, 
utilizing these Es- 


quimaux, the people whose 
heritage 


is life and work In that very region, en- 
tirely of the rank and file of my party."

Our Navtl Authorities to Have 


Charge of the Lena 


ORDER OF THE PRESIDENT 


Ac:tou Taken on It'quest of 


Commander of ItuNslitu Cruiser 


—Qui'siloii IteirardliiK OlUcers 
anil Crew Nut Yei Settled 


Washington, Sept. 1U.—Acting Sec- 


retary of State Adi e gave out the fol- 
lowing statement reaanMng the Rus- 
sian ship Lena: 


"The president has issmd un order, 


through the actliiK secretaiy of state, 
directing that the ICussiau armed trans- 
port Lena, now at Sun Francisco, oe 
taken in custody by the naval authori- 
ties of the United Stales nnd disarmed. 
The main features of the conditions 
prescribed are flint the Lena be taken 
to the Mare Island navy yard and there 
disarmed by the removal of small guns, 
the breech-blocks of large guns, small 
arms, ammunition and ordnance stores 
and such1 other dismantlement as may 
be prescribed by the commandant of 
the navy yard, and the captain give a 
written guarantee that the Lena shall 
not leave, San Francisco until peace 
shall have been concluded; that the offi- 
cers and crew shall be paroled not to 
leave San Francisco until some other 
understanding as to their disposal may 
be reached between the United States 
government aud both the belligerents; 
that after disarmament the Vessel may 
be removed to a private dock for such 
reasonable repairs us will make her sea- 
worthy and preserve her in good con- 
dition during her detention, and may be 
so repaired at the navy yard, If the 
Russian commander should so elect; 
that while at 11 private dock the com- 
mandant of tlie navy yard lit Mare Isl- 
and shall have custody of tile ship, and 
the repairs shall be overseen by an en- 
gineer officer to be detailed by the com- 
mandant and that when so repaired, if 
peace shall not then have been con- 
cluded, the vessel shall be taken back 
to the Mare Island navy yard and be 
there beld in custody until the end of 
the war. 


"This action has been taken on the 


written request of the commander of 
the Lena, addressed to Rear Admiral 
Goodrich, setting forth that as the 
vessel Is Incapable of putting to sea 
without needful repairs she must dis- 
arm, and asking thtit needful repairs be 
permitted after disarmament. 


"The secretary of the navy has tele- 


graphed the president's order to San 
Francisco and given 
instructions to 


Admiral Goodrich and to. Captain Mc- 
Call, the commandant of the 
Mure 


Island navy yard, to curry out Its in- 
structions." 


The main question regarding 
the 


Lena, having thus been settled, otliclais 
of the administration and of the two 
belligerent governments now will de- 
vote1 themselves to reaching an under- 
standing regarding the 
officers 
aud 


crew of the vessel. 


It Is not likely that the officers and 


crow of the Lena 
will be allowed 


again to participate in the war unless 
the government of Japan should waive ' 
its -prerogatives in that regard, which 
la not thought to he ut all probable. 
An arrangement will be effected where- 
by the men either will be permitted to 
return to Russia or be interned In the 
United States, as the transport is to 
be, until the close of hostilities, at the 
expense of the Russian government. 


British Watching the Korea 


Victoria, B. C., Sept. 10—Members 


of the crew of the H. M. S. Grafton re- 
port the presence of the Russian armed 
auxiliary vessel Korea in the Pacific, 
off the northern coast of Vancouver isl- 
and, 
steaming 
slowly 
southward. 


They expect that the Korea will come 
to Esqulmault or Victoria. She is de- 
scribed as a larger vessel than the Lena 
and Is commanded by an officer of high 
rank in the Russian navy. The news 
has caused much excitement at Esqui- 
mault, where preparations to deal with 
her case, should she enter, are now 
being made.

Just to the east 
of it on D street,and fronting Louisiana 
avenue, stands the old Webster home, 
which since the death of IIB illustrious 
occupant has been n&cd an a law build- 
ing. The District government needs 
ti e ground, Congress has appropriated 
the money, the property has been con- 
demned and within a few days the old 
Webster home will be a mass of ruins. 


It was Chauncey Depew who Bald iu 


one of his perorations that among all 
the great men the Republic had pro- 
duced, four were conspicuous above all 
others in shaping ita destiny—George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Dan- 
iel Webster aud Abraham Lincoln. 


Those were troublous times when 


Webster lived there. General! aylor in 
1848, bad been nominated by tbe Whigs 
solely ou bis Mexican War recon 
Nolhing was known as to his sent 
meuts ou the exciting political questioi 
of tbe day. He was supposed to be i 
sympathy with the geueral policy c 
the Whigs, but no definite declaratio 
from him was forthcoming. After h 
election and towards tbe close of 184 
tbe public was iu a state of unrest. A 
Henry ('lay put it, there were, "iu th 
legislative bodies of the capital and th 
States twenty-odd furnaces in full bias 
emitting beat,passiou and internperauc 
and diffusing them through tbe whol 
extent of this broad land." All througt 
tbe spring aud summer of 1851 the hea 
lightning of approaching civil wa 
played along the political horizon 
Nightly the great men of the day gath 
ered in the Louisiana avenue home o 
Webster devising means to save the 
ship of state. The famous Compromise 
BUI of 1850 was up iu the Senate aud 
totly debated. Up iu the second-floo 
room, opening towards the Unitarian 
Church, Webster prepared fate famoui 
speech of March 7, which he himsel 
described as "the most Important effor 
of my life." 


Geueral Taylor's untimely death still 


ed tbe tempest, but only for a time, ant 
when Webster became for the seconc 
time secretary of state tbe time was 
crucial. He was personally iu great 
financial distress—he generally was— 
and the added dignity of his ue.w office 
made matters worse. It necessitated 
greater expense. He entertained gener- 
ously, even lavishly. Great men from 
home and abroad touched knees under 
his mahogany. 
The bills had to be 


met by generous friends; land no man 
ever had truer or more generous friends 
than be. 


Until recently the octagon-shaped 


dining-room stood as it did iu tbe ;days 
of its illustrious owner, its stained glass 
windows looking out on a fair-sized 
yard, where a goodly linden tree spread 
its branches over a fountain long since 
dry and half buried under the rubbish 
of years. Webster often had a table 
placed in the. shade by the side of the 
fountain, and there, with his books and 
papers,did some of his most important 
work.

or a temple I* artistic and dainty.

mono of every laborer and mechanic, 
every cooper and carpenter, every lish- 
emian, every Hhop keeper and green 
grocer. You can detect it in the dec- 
orative effects they accomplish in the 
arrangement of their lish aud vegetables 
and other wares, and the fanner reads 
a poem in every old stump. II he dis- 
covers a rotten log by the road bide lie 
will plant a creeping vine In one of itn 
crevices to cover the disgrace of deca5'. 
In no oilier country do they realize I he 
ragged limbs of dead trees and use 
worm eaten boards for decorative pur- 
poses; and the ingenuity with which 
they arc worked up and lilted in is won- 
derful. 


The decorations of the Mikado's pal- 


ace are very chiefly dead liiutw sprawl 
ing 
over gilded screens aud doors 


Every carpenter has a flower bed lu 
vase beside him. Even the coal an 
lire wood Is piled in an artistic manner 
aud the tubs in which manure is haul 
ed from the city to the fauns are em 
hellisbed with dainty designs. Nobody 
iu Japan is too poor to gratify au aes 
thetic taste, to plant a few flowers or 
clump of ferns, to keep a bunch o 
blossoms* in a jar, or bring home a moss 
covered stone picked up by tbe roac 
side. 


A gnarled tree, a vine clad stump, 


nuked branch without leaves or blos- 
soms, au irregular stone, a spear o 
grass or a reed have beauties which ap 
pear to tbe Japaneie nature, and no 
mitter how uneducated and unsophisti- 
cated, or bow simple his life may be, or 
poor aud humble, his soul worships na- 
ture and detects forms of beautv which 
iu other countries are entirely overlook- 
ed. 


The other day at Nara I noticed In 


the garaen of the hotel tbat two rotten 
and ragged old stumps had been utiliz- 
ed for a practical as well as ornament- 
al purpose and form the gateway. 
And 


over them extends an arched roof made 
of worm eaten aud decayed boards 
which everybody,but a Japanese would 
have rejected as ugly and worthless. 
But such things are utilized here and 
are very much admired us tbe height 
of beauty. 


Not having enough rotten logs aud 


worm eateu boards to satisfy the popu- 
lar craving for that form of adornment, 
painters, sculptors, aud other artists 
are busy making them. 
And. every- 


body has a garden—a miniature park 
and lake, with a waterfall often not 
bigger than a teapot, a lot of rocks and 
a boulder arranged around a pond about 
as big as a soup plate, a stone lantern, 
a few dwarf, trees and a glorious dis- 
play of rhododendrons, azalias, bright 
leaved maples, copper, beaches aud 
other ornamental plants and flowers. 


(Some of the dwarf trees are marvel- 


ous. It is a mystery how the garden- 
ers manage to preserve so accurately 
the shape aud proportions -while they 
prevent the growth of a plant. I under- 
stand that a fine collection has been 
sent to St. Louis, among them mini- 
ature trees that are three aud four hun- 
dred years old. There is a popular im- 
pression that these are dwarfed by secret 
Hoceaees, but that is a mistake.
